Web Front-End Development and Data Visualizations for GO TO 2040 Indicators

The Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning (CMAP) invites appropriate firms to submit proposals for
web front-end development and data visualizations for GO TO 2040 indicators as described in this scope
of work. Please read each section carefully for information regarding the proposal and submittal
instructions.

SECTION 1: Background and General Information

About CMAP

The Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning (CMAP) is the official regional planning organization for
the northeastern lllinois counties of Cook, DuPage, Kane, Kendall, Lake, McHenry, and Will. CMAP
developed and now leads the implementation of GO TO 2040, metropolitan Chicago's first
comprehensive regional plan in more than 100 years. To address anticipated population growth of more
than 2 million new residents, GO TO 2040 establishes coordinated strategies that help the region’s 284
communities address transportation, housing, economic development, open space, the environment, and
other quality-of-life issues.

Project Background

CMAP recently launched its new website at www.cmap.illinois.gov, which features megamenus and
responsive design that take advantage of newer web capabilities. The site is an integral aspect of the
agency's commitment to transparency and to engaging the public. It consists of more than 75 gigabytes
of content, including web pages, documents (primarily PDFs), and maps (also primarily PDFs). The site
generated more than 650,000 page views in 2013.

CMAP has an extensive network of partners and stakeholders who rely on the site for up-to-the-minute
information about agency activities, which are relevant in particular to officials at the local, regional, state,
and federal levels of government. Of equal importance to these core audiences, the general public needs
access to engaging content that relates to their everyday lives without requiring them to be professional
planners.

CMAP is seeking front-end development for a set of web-based visualizations based on selected regional
indicators that measure progress in implementing GO TO 2040. Three projects will span from June 2014
to December 2015, with content that will feature narrative text complemented by interactive data
visualizations.

The primary purpose is to educate and influence decision makers at the local, state, and in some cases
federal levels. Secondary audiences will include organizations and individuals who influence those
decision makers; in particular, the content must be relevant and accessible to business leaders and news
media. CMAP staff will ensure that the content is promoted via social media in collaboration with agency
partners.

For this project, CMAP's existing communications and web services team will provide:

e Basic content, including text, data, static infographics (including charts and maps), and full-frame
video (YouTube hosted)

e Back-end web development on the agency's primary site and all interaction with the CMS, where
project content will reside

e Oversight and collaboration on the visual design

e Overall management of the project

With this RFP, CMAP seeks a consultant firm that will provide:

e Web user interface
e Collaboration on the visual design
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e Interactive data visualizations

o Documentation of all development products so they can be maintained and, if needed, adapted
for future projects

o Effective management of all project areas for which the consultant is responsible

Below under "Scope of Services" are web design wireframes that show how the content should generally
look and function, but please note that CMAP is open to other approaches and anticipates working
collaboratively with the selected consultant firm to achieve excellent and consistent results. The
consultant firm will work in collaboration on the design with CMAP’s communications and web services
team as well as its design integration and back-end development consultants.

Statement of Purpose

CMAP is looking for a consultant firm with excellent capabilities in web front-end development and project
management. This project will not result in a database-driven application -- in other words, no custom
APIs will be written. The consultant firm will develop the web user interface and the interactive content.

While users will interact with the visualizations, each one will be self-contained, drawing upon a limited
amount of data. See http://cmap.is/indicators-memo for examples of indicators, including static
information graphics. Additional static examples are in PDFs at
http://www.cmap.illinois.gov/about/implementation-reports. CMAP has prepared some interactive web
content with data elements at http://cmap.is/congestion-pricing and http://cmap.is/performance-based-
funding, but note that the level of interactivity in these examples is considerably lower than what is
expected in this project.

The consultant's team must have demonstrated experience in the creation of graphically oriented web
content that features interactive data visualizations that illuminate challenging topics for general
audiences.

Firm must have:

e Strong capabilities in graphic design and interactive data visualization

o Extensive experience with web front-end development, including responsive design across
multiple browser platforms

e Evidence of excellence in creating websites that meet high standards of usability, technical

innovation, stability, and design

Understanding of the browser landscape, with ability to debug and fix cross-browser issues

Understanding of Search Engine Optimization (SEO) standards

Deep understanding of software architecture, patterns, and common frameworks

Strong understanding of the browser side, standard-compliant HTML, CSS, Javascript, AJAX

Good understanding of web accessibility and Section 508 of the U.S. Rehabilitation Act

General understanding of server administration: Linux (Ubuntu), SQL server, MySQL, etc.

The firm will not interact with the Liferay CMS that is the agency's web platform, which will be the
responsibility of CMAP's existing team. Content resulting from this project will reside within that CMS
environment, which is described next.

Current Web Environment
CMAP's website at www.cmap.illinois.gov is hosted in a Liferay 6.120 Portal environment. The agency's
production and development servers are hosted by a Liferay-certified third-party hosting firm, so please
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note that hosting is not within the scope of this RFP. The CMAP production site runs under Ubuntu Linux,
MySQL, and Apache on a server with 2 cores and 4 GB of RAM (which could be upgraded if needed,
based on load-testing and other performance metrics). A development site has identical configuration.
CMAP's third-party hosting firm will provide necessary access privileges to the consultant selected
through this RFP.

CMAP has a web communications specialist whose full-time efforts include managing CMAP’s website.
CMAP also has a full-time web front-end developer whose responsibility is to develop Liferay content.
CMAP has one firm under contract for web back-end development and oversight of the CMS, and another
firm for design integration. All of these resources will play a part of the project described in this RFP, and
the selected consultant firm will work in collaboration with the CMAP team of staff and consultants.

General Information

As a result of responses to this RFP, CMAP plans to review submissions and may, if necessary, conduct
interviews with selected consultants it determines can best meet the requirements outlined below. As
applicable, negotiations will be held as necessary to select the firm that CMAP believes can best satisfy
its requirements at rates it perceives are reasonable for the services provided. Subject to “Reservation of
Rights” below, it is anticipated that a contract will be awarded ending in March 2016.

SECTION 2: Scope of Project and Procurement Details

Scope of Services

The selected firm will provide web front-end development in support of data-driven regional indicators on
the CMAP website. The scope of services will be separated into two phase. Phase 1 is the creation of
three projects over the course of the project as described below. Phase 2 will overlap with Phase 1 and
consists of maintenance, technical support, and occasional enhancements of the content of the three
projects following their completion.

Phase I: Indicators and Visualizations (July 2014 through December 2015)

Phase 1 consists of three projects as described below. For completion in December 2014, the first of
these three projects will be about Mobility, which would be followed by Livability, and then Economy. See
below for further details, but note that while these three broad topics are not likely to change, defining
specifically how they are to be expressed and visualized will occur during the course of this project, in
collaboration between CMAP staff and consultants. Each project will result in between 12 and 15
interactive infographics (charts and maps).

Project 1, Mobility: Investing in Transportation. Rather than focus solely on transportation indicators
(see below), this topic should be presented in the context of investments and revenues. In other words,
shedding light on the process of selecting projects would let CMAP reinforce priorities like performance-
based funding and congestion pricing. The focus will include some but not all of the following indicators:

Project 3, Economy: Competing Globally

This should be framed as a call on the business community for civic leadership, with government in a
supporting role. Start by describing why local employers have the most to gain when GO TO 2040 is
implemented. In addition to examples of that, describe action areas in which CMAP needs their help;
this should include links to CMAP's Springfield agenda and framework. Specifically, we will highlight the
way that state, regional, and local fiscal problems in lllinois are making it hard to make necessary
investments that would ensure sustainable economic competitiveness. The focus will include some but
not all of the following indicators:

Deliverables: 12 to 15 interactive web data visualizations

Schedule: Start June 2015. Twice monthly group conference calls to build collaboration and
refine approach. Based on final content that will be provided by August 1, 2015, the firm should
provide draft visual concepts for review by September 1, 2015. Development should begin by
October 1, 2015. Web content should be provided for review by December 1, 2015. Following
minor refinements, web content should be launched publicly by December 15, 2015.

Phase II: Indicators and Visualizations (January 2015 through March 2016)

Note that Phase Il overlaps with Phase I. CMAP anticipates that, in 2015, this phase will primarily allow
for maintenance, technical support, and occasional enhancements of the content following its completion
in the three projects completed in Phase 1.

Any work CMAP needs in Phase Il will be issued on a task order basis. CMAP’s task order process is
called a Purchase Authorization Order (PAO), based on hourly rates supplied by the contractor in their
proposal response to this RFP. (See Attachment 4. PAO example.) All scopes of work for Phase Il under
the contract that results from this RFP will be on a task order basis. Each PAO will be developed by
CMAP and the contractor, with well-defined tasks, deadlines, and costs which must not be exceeded.

Technical Approach
Web development is inseparable from design, and design is inseparable from usability. By focusing on a
visual, data-driven narrative, for each project the development team will be asked to:

Develop interactive data visualizations

Develop the web user interface for this content

Collaborate on the content's overall visual design

Collaborate to take advantage of capabilities in CMAP's existing CMS, including use of tagging
for dynamic "update sliders," etc.

Write detailed documentation, deliverable prior to launch of the content.

Maintain the highest standards of web security.

With regard to warranty, the firm's front-end developments must be guaranteed from completion date up
to six months in regard to functionality and debugging services.

The developers' required primary skill set should include knowledge of object-oriented Javascript.

Desirable secondary skills include Java, Python, Ruby, PHP, node JS, angular JS, and backbone JS.
The resulting code should be robust enough to require little or no maintenance, and CMAP staff must be
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able to reuse it for similar future projects without incurring significant new development costs. All
development work by the consultant must be easily maintained by CMAP staff, even those whose HTML
skills are rudimentary.

Development should emphasize the following:

e Responsive web design in which content is crafted to provide for optimal viewing (e.g., easy
reading and navigation with a minimum of resizing, panning, and scrolling) across a wide range of
devices (from desktop computer monitors to tablets to mobile phones)

e Search engine optimization (SEQO)

e Social media integration

For close collaboration with CMAP staff, the consultant should preferably use the agency's GitHub
version control system for any development/maintenance work.

Visual Design Approach

The consultant firm will collaborate closely with CMAP's existing team to create an approach to the
content's visual design. Within the framewaork of that collaboration, the consultant will also be responsible
for following CMAP’s established branding standards, which CMAP has carefully established to reflect the
agency's identity and priorities. The selected contractor must work within that established graphical
framework, in consultation with the CMAP project manager and communications staff. See
http://cmap.is/cmap-style-guide for specifications, including graphics, typography, and usage.

While development should be based on these standards, it is important that the selected team have the
creativity to build on the guidelines in collaboration with CMAP to increase the content's usability and
aesthetic value.

All proposals submitted in response to this request for proposals will be analyzed for completeness and
cost effectiveness, with particular emphasis on the consultant’s familiarity with cutting-edge web front-end
development and data visualization, based on examples and supporting materials provided by the
consultant.

The following criteria will be used in evaluating proposals:

e The firm's technical expertise relevant to web front-end development for the project, including
proficiency in responsive design and debugging across multiple browser platforms; use of
standard-compliant HTML, CSS, object-oriented Javascript, AJAX, in addition to Java, Python,
Ruby, PHP, node JS, angular JS, and backbone JS; Search Engine Optimization (SEO)
standards; software architecture, patterns, and common frameworks; web accessibility and
Section 508 of the U.S. Rehabilitation Act.

e The firm's visual design expertise relevant to the project, including demonstrated experience in
the creation of graphically oriented web content that features interactive data visualizations that
illuminate challenging topics for general audiences.

e The quality of the narrative approach to the scope of work as described in this RFP.

e The qualifications and experience of the firm’s personnel (and any subcontractors) to be assigned
to the project.

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SECTION 3: Submittal Requirements

Submissions must include the following elements in the order presented below:
A. Introduction. A general description of your firm’s organization, experience, and capabilities, including:

B. Narrative proposal. Describe the firm's approach to completing the Scope of Services. Summarize
the major points of the Request for Proposals and demonstrate an understanding of the services. The
firm's narrative should provide a statement of work, and timeline for the entire project. Describe the firm's
intended technical approach and its visual design approach to the overall project, indicating strategies for
presenting data visually. If those approaches will differ across the three projects, please indicate how.
Submission of "spec" designs is not requested, but the narrative should include relevant examples
(screen shots and links) from the firm's previous projects. Describe the firm's project management
approach, providing concrete examples based on direct knowledge of standards-based web front-end
development and data visualizations. State any particular issues or challenges relating to the project and
environment as described in this RFP. Include at least two examples of relevant prior work, including
screen shots and URLs with brief descriptions of the projects.

C. Project Team. Identify the firm's assigned project manager and other participating personnel, including
subcontractors (if applicable). Describe individual responsibilities and reporting relationships, with a
résumé for each participant indicating his or her title, experience, education, and any relevant training.

D. References. In this section, include three references to current or recent clients and identify the scope
of work performed, the time period of each engagement, and the name of an individual contact for each
client (including email address and telephone number).

E. Signed "Price Proposal Form." Sign and submit the “Price Proposal Form,” Attachment 1, including
named staff, hourly rates, hours, and other labor costs, as well as fixed non-personnel expenses. A fixed
fee cost for Phase 1 must be presented, and hourly rates for Phase 2 must be presented.

F. Signed Copies of Attachments 2 and 3. The submitter shall also sign and submit the “Certificate
Regarding Workers’ Compensation Insurance” (Attachment 2) and the “Information to be provided by
Bidder” (Attachment 3).

b. Order of Precedence: Conflicting provisions hereof, if any, shall prevail in the following
descending order of precedence: (1) the provisions of the executed contract, including its
exhibits; (2) the provisions of the RFP on which the contract is based including any and all
Addendums; (3) the proposal submitted to CMAP by the Contractor in response to said RFP; and
(4) any other documents cited or incorporated herein by reference.

c. CMAP’s failure to insist in any one or more instances upon the performance of any terms or
conditions of this Agreement shall not be construed as a waiver or relinquishment of CMAP’s right
to such performance by Contractor or to future performance of such terms or conditions and
Contractor's obligation in respect thereto shall continue in full force and effect. Contractor shall be
responsible for having taken steps reasonably necessary to ascertain the nature and location of
the work, and the general and local conditions that can affect the work or the cost thereof. Any
failure by Contractor to do so will not relieve it from responsibility for successfully performing the
work without additional expense to CMAP.

d. CMAP assumes no responsibility for any understanding or representations made by any of its
officers, employees or agents prior to the execution of this Agreement, unless such
understanding or representations by CMAP are expressly stated in this Agreement.

e. Changes: CMAP may from time to time order work suspension or make any change in the
general scope of this Agreement including, but not limited to changes, as applicable, in the
drawings, specifications, delivery schedules or any other particular of the description, statement
of work or provisions of this Agreement. If any such change causes an increase or decrease in
the cost or time required for performance of any part of the work under this Agreement, the
Contractor shall promptly notify CMAP thereof and assert its claim for adjustment within thirty (30)
days after the change is ordered. A written amendment will be prepared for agreement between
CMAP and the Contractor for changes in scope, time and/or costs. No amendments are effective
until there is a written agreement that has been signed by both parties. No claim by the
Contractor for equitable adjustment hereunder shall be allowed if asserted after final payment
under this Agreement.

f. Changes to any portion of this Agreement shall not be binding upon CMAP except when
specifically confirmed in writing by an authorized representative of CMAP.

2. Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning Designee. Only the Executive Director of CMAP, or
designee, shall have the authority to act for and exercise any of the rights of CMAP as set forth in this
Agreement, subsequent to and in accordance with the authority granted by CMAP's Board of
Directors.

3. Allowable Charges. No expenditures or charges shall be included in the cost of the Project and no
part of the money paid to the Contractor shall be used by the Contractor for expenditures or charges
that are: (i) contrary to provisions of this Agreement or the latest budget approved by a duly-
authorized official of CMAP; (ii) not directly for carrying out the Project; (iii) of a regular and continuing
nature, except that of salaries and wages of appointed principal executives of the Contractor who
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have not been appointed specifically for the purposes of directing the Project, who devote official time
directly to the Project under specific assignments, and respecting whom adequate records of the time
devoted to and services performed for the Project are maintained by the Contractor may be
considered as proper costs of the Project to the extent of the time thus devoted and recorded if they
are otherwise in accordance with the provisions hereof; or (iv) incurred without the consent of CMAP
after written notice of the suspension or termination of any or all of CMAP’s obligations under this
Agreement.

4. Reports and Methods of Payment.

a. Based on services performed, Contractor may submit invoices as frequently as once a month.
CMAP is committed to reducing paper use and has established an electronic invoicing system.
All invoices are to be submitted through email to:

accounting@cmap.illinois.gov

b. Subject to the conditions of this Agreement, CMAP will honor invoices in amounts deemed by it to
be proper to insure the carrying out of the approved scope of services and shall be obligated to
pay the Contractor such amounts as may be approved by CMAP. Invoices shall detail expenses
and amount of time spent on CMAP assignments. If an invoice is not acceptable, CMAP shall
promptly provide the Contractor a written statement regarding its ineligibility or deficiencies to be
eliminated prior to its acceptance and processing.

c. All payments will be transferred electronically to Contractor’s business bank account. The

successful Contractor will be requested to provide transfer numbers for the business bank
account when the contract is finalized.

5. Audit and Access to Records.

a. The Contractor and its subcontracts under this Agreement shall preserve and produce upon
request of the authorized representatives of CMAP all data, records, reports, correspondence and
memoranda of every description of the Contractor and its subcontractors, if any, under this
Agreement relating to carrying out this Agreement for the purposes of an audit, inspection or work
review for a period of three (3) years after completion of the project, except that:

(1) If any litigation, claim or audit is started before the expiration of three-year period, the records
shall be retained until all litigation, claims or audit findings involving the records have been
resolved.

(2) Records for nonexpendable property acquired with federal funds shall be retained for three
(3) years after its final disposition.

b. The Contractor shall include in all subcontracts, if any, under this Agreement a provision that
CMAP will have full access to and the right to examine any pertinent books, documents, papers,
and records of any such subcontractor involving transactions related to the subcontract for three
(3) years from the final payment under that subcontract except that:

(1) If any litigation, claim or audit is started before the expiration of the three-year period, the
records shall be retained until all litigation, claims or audit findings involving the records have
been resolved.

(2) Records for nonexpendable property acquired with federal funds shall be retained for three
(3) years after its final disposition.

The term “subcontract” as used in this clause excludes purchase orders not exceeding $2,500.
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6. Suspension. If the Contractor fails to comply with the special conditions and/or the general terms and
conditions of this Agreement, CMAP may, after written notice to the Contractor, suspend the
Agreement and withhold further payments or prohibit the Contractor from incurring additional
obligations of funds pending corrective action by the Contractor. If corrective action has not been
completed within sixty (60) calendar days after service of written notice of suspension, CMAP shall
notify the Contractor in writing that the Agreement has been terminated by reason of default in
accordance with paragraph 11 hereof. CMAP may determine to allow such necessary and proper
costs which the Contractor could not reasonably avoid during the period of suspension provided such
costs meet the provisions of the U.S. Office Management and Budget Circular A-87 in effect on the
date first above written.

7. Termination.

a. This Agreement may be terminated in whole or in part in writing by either party in the event of
substantial failure (hereinafter termed “Termination by Default”) by the other party to fulfill its
obligations under this Agreement through no fault of the terminating party, provided that no such
termination may be affected unless the other party is given (i) not less than seven (7) calendar
days written notice (delivered by certified mail, return receipt requested) of intent to Termination
by Default, and (ii) an opportunity for consultation with the terminating party prior to Termination
by Default.

b. This Agreement may be terminated in whole or in part in writing by CMAP for its convenience
(hereinafter termed “Termination for Convenience”), provided that the Contractor is given not less
than seven (7) calendar days written notice (delivered by certified mail, return receipt requested)
of intent to terminate.

c. If Termination by Default is effected by CMAP, an equitable adjustment in the price provided for in
this Agreement shall be made, but (i) no amount shall be allowed for anticipated profit on
unperformed services or other work, and (ii) any payment due to the Contractor at the time of
termination may be adjusted to the extent of any additional costs occasioned to CMAP by reason
of the Contractor's default. If Termination by Default is effected by the Contractor, or if
Termination for Convenience is effected by CMAP, the equitable adjustment shall include a
reasonable profit for services or other work performed. The equitable adjustment for any
termination shall provide payment to the Contractor for services rendered and expenses incurred
prior to termination, in addition CMAP may include cost reasonably incurred by the Contractor
relating to commitments which had become firm prior to termination.

d. Upon notice of termination action pursuant to paragraphs (@) or (b) of this
clause, the Contractor shall (i) promptly discontinue all services affected (unless the notice directs
otherwise) and (ii) deliver or otherwise make available to CMAP all data, drawings, specifications,
reports, estimates, summaries and such other information and materials as may have been
accumulated by the Contractor in performing this Agreement, whether completed or in process.

e. Upon termination pursuant to paragraphs (a) or (b) of this clause, CMAP may take over the work
and prosecute the same to completion by agreement with another party otherwise.

f. In the event the Contractor must terminate this Agreement due to
circumstances beyond its control, the termination shall be deemed to have been effected for the
convenience of CMAP. In such event, adjustment of the price provided for in this Agreement shall
be made as provided in paragraph c of this clause.

8. Remedies. Except as may be otherwise provided in this Agreement, all claims, counterclaims,
disputes and other matters in question between CMAP and the Contractor arising out of or relating to
this Agreement or the breach thereof will be decided by arbitration. If the parties hereto mutually
agree, a request for remedy may be sought from a court of competent jurisdiction within the State of
lllinois, County of Cook.
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9. Equal Employment Opportunity. The Contractor will comply with Executive Order 11246 entitled
“Equal Employment Opportunity,” as amended by U.S. Department of Labor regulations (41 CFR Part
60). In connection with the execution of this Agreement, the Contractor shall not discriminate against
any employee or an applicant for employment because of race, religion, color, sex, national origin,
ancestry, or physical or mental handicap unrelated to ability. The Contractor shall take affirmative
actions to insure that applicants are employed and that employees are treated during their
employment without regard to their race, religion, color, sex, national origin, ancestry, or physical or
mental handicap unrelated to ability. Such actions shall include, but not be limited to, employment,
promotion, demotion, transfer, recruitment, recruitment advertising, layoff, termination, rates of pay,
other forms of compensation, and selection for training or apprenticeship. The Contractor shall cause
the provisions of this paragraph to be inserted into all subcontractors work covered by this Agreement
so that such provisions will be binding upon each subcontractor, provided that such provisions shall
not apply to contracts or subcontracts for standard commercial supplies or raw materials.

10. Small and Minority Business Enterprise. In connection with the performance of this Agreement the
Contractor will cooperate with CMAP in meeting its commitments and goals with respect to the
maximum utilization of small business and minority business enterprises, and will use its best efforts
to insure that small business and minority business enterprises shall have the maximum practicable
opportunity to compete for subcontract work under this Agreement.

11. Political Activity. No portion of funds for this subcontract shall be used for any partisan political
activity or to further the election or defeat of any candidate for public office.

12. Prohibited Interest.

a. No officer or employee of CMAP and no member of its governing body and no other public official
of any locality in which the Project objectives will be carried out who exercises any functions or
responsibilities in the review or approval of the undertaking or carrying out of such objectives
shall (i) participate in any decision relating to any subcontract negotiated under this Agreement
which affects his personal interest or the interest of any corporation, partnership or association in
which he is, directly or indirectly, interested; or (ii) have any financial interest, direct or indirect, in
such subcontract or in the work to be performed under such contract.

b. No member of or delegate of the lllinois General Assembly or the Congress of the United States
of America, and no federal Resident Commissioner, shall be admitted to any share hereof or to
any benefit arising herefrom.

c. The Contractor warrants and represents that no person or selling agency has been employed or
retained to solicit or secure this Agreement, upon an agreement or understanding for a
commission, percentage, bonus, brokerage or contingent fee, or gratuity, excepting its bona fide
employees. For breach or violation of this warranty CMAP shall have the right to annul this
Agreement without liability or, at its discretion, to deduct from the Agreement price or
consideration, or otherwise recover, the full amount of such commission, percentage bonus,
brokerage or contingent fee, or gratuity.

13. Patents and Copyright Responsibility.

a. The Contractor agrees that any material or design specified by the Contractor or supplied by the
Contractor pursuant to this Agreement shall not infringe any patent or copyright and the
Contractor shall be solely responsible for securing any necessary licenses required for patented
or copyrighted material used by the Contractor.

b. If any claim is brought against CMAP by third parties for alleged infringement of third-party patent
and copyright and intellectual rights, which claim is caused by breach of the Contractor's promise
as contained in paragraph a of this clause, the Contractor shall save harmless and indemnify
CMAP from all loss, damage or expense (including attorney’s fees) due to defending CMAP from
such claim.

c. If the principal purpose of this Agreement is to create, develop or improve products, processes or
methods; or to explore into fields which directly concern public health, safety or welfare, or if the
Project is in a field of science or technology in which there has been little significant experience
outside of work funded by federal assistance; and any discovery or invention arises or is
developed in the course of or under this Agreement, such invention or discovery shall be subject
to the reporting and rights provisions of U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular No. A-
102, and to the pertinent regulations of the grantor agency(ies) in effect on the date of execution
of this Agreement. The Contractor shall include provisions appropriate to effectuate the
purpose of this condition in all subcontracts under this Agreement involving research,
developmental, experimental or demonstration work.

Assignment.

a. This agreement shall be binding upon, and inure to the benefit of, the respective successors,
assigns, heirs, and personal representatives of CMAP and Contractor. Any successor to the
Contractor’s rights under this Agreement must be approved by CMAP unless the transaction is
specifically authorized under federal law. Any successor will be required to accede to all the
terms, conditions and requirements of the Agreement as a condition precedent to such
succession.

b. The Contractor shall not assign any interest in this Agreement and shall not transfer any interest
in the same (whether by assignment or novation), without the prior written consent of CMAP
hereto, provided, however, that claims for money due or to become due to the Contractor from
CMAP under this Agreement may be assigned to a bank, trust company or other financial
institution without such approval. Notice of any such assignment or transfer shall be furnished to
CMAP.

Subcontracts.

a. Any subcontractors or outside associates or contractors required by the Contractor in connection
with the services covered by this Agreement will be limited to such individuals or firms as were
specifically identified and agreed to during negotiations. Any substitutions in or additions to such
subcontractors, associates or contractors will be subject to the prior approval of CMAP.

b. All subcontracts for work under this Agreement shall contain those applicable provisions which
are required in this Agreement.

c. The Contractor may not subcontract services agreed to under this Agreement without prior written
approval of CMAP.

Conflict of Interest. In order to avoid any potential conflict or interest, the Contractor agrees during
the term of this Agreement not to undertake any activities which could conflict directly or indirectly
with the interest of CMAP. Contractor shall immediately advise CMAP of any such conflict of interest.
CMAP shall make the ultimate determination as to whether a conflict of interest exists.

Ownership of Documents/Title of Work. All documents, data and records produced by the Contractor
in carrying out the Contractor’s obligations and services hereunder, without limitation and whether
preliminary or final, shall become and remain the property of CMAP. CMAP shall have the right to use
all such documents, data and records without restriction or limitation and without additional
compensation to the Contractor. All documents, data and records utilized in performing research
shall be available for examination by CMAP upon request. Upon completion of the services
hereunder or at the termination of this Agreement, all such documents, data and records shall, at the
option of CMAP, be appropriately arranged, indexed and delivered to CMAP by the Contractor.

Software. All software, related computer programs, and source code produced and developed by the
Contractor (or authorized contractor or subcontractor thereof) in carrying out the Contractor’s
obligation hereunder, without limitation and whether preliminary or final, shall become and remain the
property of both CMAP and the Contractor. CMAP shall be free to sell, give, offer or otherwise

provide said software and related computer programs to any other agency, department, commission,
or board of the State of Illinois, as well as any other agency, department, commission, board, or other
governmental entity of any country, state, county, municipality, or any other unit of local government
or to any entity consisting of representative of any unit of government, for official use by said entity.
Additionally, CMAP shall be free to offer or otherwise provide said software and related computer
programs to any current or future contractor.

CMAP agrees that any entity to whom the software and related computer programs will be given, sold
or otherwise offered shall be granted only a use license, limited to use for official or authorized
purposes, and said entity shall otherwise be prohibited from selling, giving or otherwise offering said
software and related computer programs without the written consent of both CMAP and the
Contractor.

Publication. CMAP shall have royalty-free, nonexclusive and irrevocable license to reproduce,
publish, disclose, distribute, and otherwise use, in whole or in part, any reports, data or other
materials specifically prepared under this Agreement, and to authorize other material to do so. The
Contractor shall include provisions appropriate to effectuate the purpose of this clause in all
subcontracts for work under this Agreement.

Identification of Documents. All reports, maps, and other documents completed as part of this
Agreement, other than documents exclusively for internal use within the Contractor’s offices, shall
carry the following notation on the front cover or a title page or, in the case of maps, in the same area
which contains the name of CMAP and of the Contractor. "This material was prepared in consultation
with CMAP, the Chicago Metropolitan Agency for Planning, (http://www.cmap.illinois.gov)."

Force Majeure. Either party shall be excused from performing its obligations under this Agreement
during the time and to the extent that it is prevented from performing by a cause beyond its control
including, but not limited to: any incidence of fire, flood; acts of God; commandeering of material,
products, plants or facilities by the Federal, state or local government; national fuel shortage; or a
material act of omission by the other party; when satisfactory evidence of such cause is presented to
the other party, and provided further that such nonperformance is unforeseeable, beyond the control
and is not due to the fault or negligence of the party not performing.

Workers’ Compensation Insurance. The Contractor and any subcontractors shall, at their own
expense, obtain and maintain Workers’ Compensation insurance to cover persons employed in
connection with services under this agreement. The limits for the Worker's Compensation coverage
shall be no less than the statutory limits required by the State of lllinois. A certificate of insurance
must be included with this contract.

Independent Contractor. Contractor's relationship to CMAP in the performance of this Agreement is
that of an independent contractor. Contractor's personnel performing work under this Agreement
shall at all times be under Contractor's exclusive direction and control and shall be employees of
Contractor and not employees of CMAP. Contractor shall pay all wages, salaries and other amounts
due its employees in connection with this Agreement and shall be responsible for all reports and
obligations respecting them, including, but not limited to, social security, income tax withholding,
unemployment compensation, workers' compensation insurance and similar matters.

Federal, State and Local Laws. Contractor warrants that in the performance of this Agreement it shall

comply with all applicable federal, state and local laws, statutes and ordinances and all lawful orders,
rules and regulations promulgated thereunder. Since laws, regulations, directives, etc. may be
modified from time-to-time, the Contractor shall be responsible for compliance as modifications are
implemented. The Contractor’s failure to comply shall constitute a material breach of this contract.

Hold Harmless and Indemnity. Contractor shall indemnify, defend and hold harmless CMAP, its
officers, directors, employees and agents from and against any and all claims (including attorney’s
fees and reasonable expenses for litigation or settlement) for any loss, or damages, bodily injuries,
including death, damage to or loss of use of property caused by the negligent acts, omissions or

willful misconduct of Contractor, its officers, directors, employees, agents, subcontractors or
suppliers, in connection with or arising out of the performance of this Agreement.

Equal Employment Opportunities -- Affirmative Action Sexual Harassment. Contractor must comply
with the lllinois Board of Human Rights Act and rules applicable to public funds, including equal
employment opportunity, refraining from unlawful discrimination, and having written sexual
harassment policies (775 ILCS 5/2-105).

International Boycott. Contractor certifies that neither Contractor nor any substantially owned affiliate

is participating or shall participate in an international boycott in violation of the U.S. Export
Administration Act of 1979 or the applicable regulation of the U.S. Department of Commerce. This
applies to contracts that exceed $10,000 (30 ILCS 582).

Forced Labor. Contractor certifies it complies with the State Prohibition of Goods from Forced Labor

Act, and certifies that no foreign-made equipment, materials, or supplies furnished to CMAP under
this agreement have been or will be produced in whole or in part by forced labor, or indentured labor
under penal sanction (30 ILCS 583).

Federally Funded Agreements

A. Standard Assurances. The Contractor assures that it will comply with all applicable federal
statutes, regulations, executive orders, Federal Transit Administration (FTA) circulars, and other
federal requirements in carrying out any project supported by federal funds. The Contractor
recognizes that federal laws, regulations, policies, and administrative practices may be modified
from time to time and those modifications may affect project implementation. The Contractor
agrees that the most recent federal requirements will apply to the project.

B. Certification Regarding Lobbying. As required by the United States Department of
Transportation (U.S. DOT) regulations, "New Restrictions on Lobbying," at 49 CFR 20.110, the
Contractor's authorized representative certifies to the best of his or her knowledge and belief that
for each agreement for federal assistance exceeding $100,000:

1. No federal appropriated funds have been or will be paid by or on behalf of the Contractor
to any person to influence or attempt to influence an officer or employee of any federal
agency, a Member of Congress, an officer or employee of Congress, or an employee of a
Member of Congress regarding the award of federal assistance, or the extension,
continuation, renewal, amendment, or modification of any federal assistance agreement;
and

2. If any funds other than federal appropriated funds have been or will be paid to any person
to influence or attempt to influence an officer or employee of any federal agency, a
Member of Congress, an officer or employee of Congress, or an employee of a Member
of Congress in connection with any application for federal assistance, the Contractor
assures that it will complete and submit Standard Form-LLL, "Disclosure Form to Report
Lobbying," including information required by the instructions accompanying the form,
which form may be amended to omit such information as authorized by 31 U.S.C. 1352.

3. The language of this certification shall be included in the award documents for all
subawards at all tiers (including subcontracts, subgrants, and contracts under grants,
loans, and cooperative agreements).

The Contractor understands that this certification is a material representation of fact upon which
reliance is placed and that submission of this certification is a prerequisite for providing federal
assistance for a transaction covered by 31 U.S.C. 1352. The Contractor also understands that
any person who fails to file a required certification shall be subject to a civil penalty of not less
than $10,000 and not more than $100,000 for each such failure.

C. Nondiscrimination Assurance. As required by 49 U.S.C. 5332 (which prohibits discrimination
on the basis of race, color, creed, national origin, sex, or age, and prohibits discrimination in
employment or business opportunity), Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as amended, 42

U.S.C. 2000d, and U.S. DOT regulations, "Nondiscrimination in Federally-Assisted Programs of
the Department of Transportation--Effectuation of Title VI of the Civil Rights Act," 49 CFR Part 21
at 21.7, the Contractor assures that it will comply with all requirements of 49 CFR Part 21; FTA
Circular 4702.1A, "Title VI and Title VI - Dependent Guidelines for Federal Transit Administration
Recipients," and other applicable directives, so that no person in the United States, on the basis
of race, color, national origin, creed, sex, or age will be excluded from participation in, be denied
the benefits of, or otherwise be subjected to discrimination in any program or activity (particularly
in the level and quality of transportation services and transportation-related benefits) for which the
Contractor receives federal assistance.

Specifically, during the period in which federal assistance is extended to the project, or project
property is used for a purpose for which the federal assistance is extended or for another purpose
involving the provision of similar services or benefits, or as long as the Contractor retains
ownership or possession of the project property, whichever is longer, the Contractor assures that:

1. Each project will be conducted, property acquisitions will be undertaken, and project
facilities will be operated in accordance with all applicable requirements of 49 U.S.C.
5332 and 49 CFR Part 21, and understands that this assurance extends to its entire
facility and to facilities operated in connection with the project.

2. It will promptly take the necessary actions to effectuate this assurance, including notifying
the public that complaints of discrimination in the provision of transportation-related
services or benefits may be filed with U.S. DOT or FTA. Upon request by U.S. DOT or
FTA, the Contractor assures that it will submit the required information pertaining to its
compliance with these requirements.

3. It will include in each subagreement, property transfer agreement, third party contract,
third party subcontract, or participation agreement adequate provisions to extend the
requirements of 49 U.S.C. 5332 and 49 CFR Part 21 to other parties involved therein
including any subrecipient, transferee, third party contractor, third party subcontractor at
any level, successor in interest, or any other participant in the project.

4. Should it transfer real property, structures, or improvements financed with federal
assistance to another party, any deeds and instruments recording the transfer of that
property shall contain a covenant running with the land assuring nondiscrimination for the
period during which the property is used for a purpose for which the federal assistance is
extended or for another purpose involving the provision of similar services or benefits.

5. The United States has a right to seek judicial enforcement with regard to any matter
arising under the Act, regulations, and this assurance.

6. It will make any changes in its 49 U.S.C. 5332 and Title VI implementing procedures as
U.S. DOT or FTA may request.

D. Control of Property. The Contractor certifies that the control, utilization and disposition of
property or equipment acquired using federal funds is maintained according to the provisions of
OMB Circular A 102 Common Rule.

E. Cost Principles. The cost principles of this Agreement are governed by the cost principles found
in 49 CFR Part 18.22, and all costs included in this Agreement are allowable under 49 CFR Part
18.22.

F. Debarment. The Contractor shall comply with Debarment provisions as contained in 2 CFR Part
1200, as amended. The Contractor certifies that to the best of its knowledge and belief, the
Contractor and the Contractor’s principals: a) are not presently debarred, suspended, proposed
for debarment, declared ineligible or voluntarily excluded from covered transactions by any
federal department or agency; b) within a three-year period preceding this Agreement have not
been convicted of or had a civil judgment rendered against it for commission of fraud or a criminal
offense in connection with obtaining, attempting to obtain or performing a public (federal, state or
local) transaction or contract under a public transaction, violation of federal or state anti-trust
statutes or commission of embezzlement, theft, forgery, bribery, falsification or destruction of
records, making false statements or receiving stolen property; c¢) are not presently indicted for or
otherwise criminally or civilly charged by a governmental entity (federal, state or local) with
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commission of any of the offenses enumerated in subsection (b), above; and d) have not within a
three-year period preceding this Agreement had one or more public transactions (federal, state or
local) terminated for cause or default.

The inability of the Contractor to certify to the certification in this section will not necessarily result
in denial of participation in this Agreement. The Contractor shall submit an explanation of why it
cannot provide the certification in this section. This certification is a material representation of
fact upon which reliance was placed when CMAP determined whether to enter into this
transaction. If it is later determined that the Contractor knowingly rendered an erroneous
certification, in addition to other remedies available to the federal government, CMAP may
terminate this Agreement for cause. The Contractor shall provide immediate written notice to
CMAP if at any time the Contractor learns that its certification was erroneous when submitted or
has become erroneous by reason of changed circumstances. The terms “covered transaction,”
“debarred,” “suspended,” “ineligible,” “lower tier covered transaction,” “participant,” “person,”
“primary covered transaction,” “principal,” “proposal,” and “voluntarily excluded,” as used in this
Part shall have the meaning set out in the Definitions and Coverage sections of the rules
implementing Executive Order 12549.

The Contractor agrees that it shall not knowingly enter into any lower tier covered transaction with
a person who is debarred, suspended, declared ineligible or voluntarily excluded from
participation in this covered transaction, unless authorized, in writing, by CMAP. The Contractor
agrees that it will include the clause titled “Certification Regarding Debarment, Suspension,
Ineligibility and Voluntary Exclusion-Lower Tier Covered Transaction,” provided by CMAP, without
modification, in all lower tier covered transactions and in all solicitations for lower tier covered
transactions. The Contractor may rely upon a certification of a prospective participant in a lower
tier covered transaction that it is not debarred, suspended, ineligible or voluntarily excluded from
the covered transaction, unless the Contractor knows the certification is erroneous.
